Why Baptist Baptize 
By Immersion 
February 15, 1979 

Though we believe Baptism is 
non-essential for salvation; we 
believe it is very essential for 
Christian obedience. Since Je- 
sus Christ made Baptism a part 
of the Great Commission, com- 
manded the practice of it and 
instructed us in the Bible how 
to practice it, the mode of 
Baptism should be important to 
all of us. 

1. The Baptism of Christ, our 
example. Jesus Christ walked 
17 miles from Galilee to the 
Jordan River to he Baptized. 
Were the mode of Baptism not 
important. why did Jesus walk 
the entire 17 miles? The {an- 
guage that descrines the bap- 
jism of sesus Christ only 
logically admits immersion: 
“And Jesus when He was 
baptized went up straightway 
out of the water.” Matt 3:16. 
Mark alsc rocords how after 
Jesus “was baptized of John in 
the Jordan: and straightway 
coming up oui of the water.” 
Mark 1:9, 10. Jesus was Bap- 
tized “in” the Jordan, not “at" 
the Jordan. He came “out of" 
the water, not just away from. 

2. The very words “baptizo" 
and “baptisma” teach immer- 
sion. These words from the 
Greek were not translated into 
English because the Translators 
feared to offend those churches 
who practiced sprinkling and 


pouring for Baptism. Therefore - 


these words were merely trans- 
literated into English. Greek 
lexicons and Dictionaries tell 
us these words mean to dip, 
plunge. immerse or submerge. 
These two Greek words are 
used over 100 times in regard to 
baptism in the Bible. The Greek 
words for sprinkle or pour, 
“Ranitzo” and “Keo” are in the 
Bible, but not used for Baptism. 
The word “Katharizo" meaning 


to purify: “Breko"” meaning to 
wel or moisten, “Louo" mean- 
ing to wash: and “Nipto” 


meaning to wash the extremi- 
ties all these Greek words are in 
the Bible. but none refer to 


Baptism. 
3. The amount of water 
required teaches immersion. 


~And John also was baptizing in 
Enon, near to Salim. because 
there was much water there.” 
John 3:23. John Calvin, a 
reformer who still sprinkled, 
said of the above verse in his 
commentary: “From these 
words of John it may be inferred 
that baptism was administered, 
by John and Christ, by plunging 
the whole body under the 
water." Notice Philip and the 
Eunuch in Acts 8:26-39, They 
certainly had sufficient drinking 


water in the desert to provide for

sprinkling of pouring, but they 


travelled until they found water ‘ 


where they went “down both 
into the water", and following 
the Baptism “they were come 
up out of the water.” 

4. The design of Baptism 


requires immersion. Paul says * 


in Col 2:12 that we are “buried 
with him in baptism." Atso in 
Romans’ 6:4, “Therefore we are 
buried with Him by baptism into 
death." John Wesley said of 
this scripture. “Buried with 
alluding to the ancient manner 
of baptizing by immersion.” 
Paul also says in Romans 6:5 
“...we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his 
death..." Certainly “buried” and 
“planted” can only be fulfilled 
by the symbol of immersion. 

Space will net rermii us to 
list all the testimony of the early 
church fathers like Justin Martyr 
in A.D. 140; Tertullian in A.D. 
204 or Gregory in A.D. 360 who 
confirm the early church prac- 
tinna 
Weanaealnoical Evidence of early 
baptisteries at Florence. Venice 
Pisa, Naples, Bologna, Ravenna 
and the Lateran at Rome all 
support baptism by immersion. 
The haptistery at Pisa built in 
1160 has a diameter of 115 feet. 
Some old baptisteries could be 
compared to a city swimming 
noo! in size. tadv.)

Controversial Tax 
Bill Introduced 

A controversial tax proposal 
was introduced in the House 
iast week which Republican 
legistators view as -a majority 
party attempt to circumvent the 
Headlee Amendment by creat- 
ing a graduated income tax.

Ron Hernke informed the Board that the plans are progressing on 
time for construction proposed for the Summer of 79. 

Discussion was held on the seal coating of Lovells Rd. from 
North Down River Road to County Road 612. No definite plans were 
made lo complete this project, at this time. Further discussion will 
be held at a future date. 

The notice suggesting that the employees acquire a chauffeurs 
license when their present license expires was read and approved 
for posting by the board. 

The Board broke for lunch and upon returning, Bernard Fowler, 
Grayling Township Supervisor: appeared before the Board with a 
snow plowing complaint in a Subdivision. The Board informed him 
that there was no apparent solution to the problem of snow Spilling 
in driveways. 

Mr. Fowler also discussed the status of Thendara Road 
improvements that were proposed last fall, and wanted to know if 
the improvements would be made this spring: since there is a grant 
to the township for the improvement.

en soup caused the mucus 
to move even faster than did 
the hot water. Drinking cold 
water reduced the move- 
ment; even after half an hour 
the rate of mucus movement 
was not back to normal 
leveis. 

The same fluids were also 
sipped through straws from 
covered containers. Hot 
water had little effect: but 
the hot chicken soup still 
made the mucus move faster. 

According to Dr. Sackner,_ 
who is president-elect of the 
American Thoracic Society, 
the medical section of the 
American Lung Association, 
movement of mucus is one 
of the body’s lines of defense 
against dirt and infection.

cémplied. Besides, according to Editor 
John. Kinney, the notes contained 
nothing of value that hadn’t already 
appeared in public print. eam 
The Traverse City case followed close 
on the heels’ of the celebrated Farber 
Case in the east. In that one, New York 
Times reporter Myron Farber spent 
some 40 days in jall, and the Times paid 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
fines for refusal to turn over Farber's 
notes gathered in another murder case. 
Farber was turned foose and the fines 
ceased once the defendant in the 
murder case, who had demanded 
Farber's notes was found innocent 
without them. | ve 

There are some similarities between 
‘the two cases, and many differences. 
Many community newsfolks—including 
this one—didn't get too excited about 
the Farber case; after all, It happened 
way out east in New. Jersey, and 
involved the giant New York Times. And 
Farber didn’t arouse much sympathy

What does an editor do If the Icoal 
circuit court orders one of your 
reporters to turn over notes on a story 
the reporter wrote a few weeks ado, 
because aliher ihe prosecutor er the 
defense attorney wants them? do you 
comply, and this, as Editor Kinney 
warns, become an unwilling and 
unwitting agent of the police force, or 
do you risk jail? 

What does an editor do if the local 
sheriff comes knocking at the door, 
ready to break in If necessary, to search 
for some suspected evidence that a 
reporter or photographer might have 
turned up—knowingly or unknowinglyin 
‘some routine news assignment? Do you 
lock the door and refuse, or stand 
quietly by, or yell like the dickens, or 
what? 

As ane of the MPA speakers 
reminded local newsfolk, under our 
system, the law has behind it the power 
to see that it’s enforced, including 
officers, and guns, and tanks if 
necessary. That's the way the system 
is designed. 

Then there are the courts which 
increasingly. seem to be locking the 
doors for hearing and trials; Michigan 
law permits courts to close their doors 
in certain cases—usually sex-related- 
under certain circumstances. That 
shuts out not only the press, but the 
public, too, with the results known only 
when the court chooses to release the 
information. That already has happened: 
in Farmington and Mt. Clemens—both 
challenged by the media—and_ in 
Charlotte, unchallenged. 

Many news folks think the people's 
tignt to know has all the protection it 
needs, right there in the First Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution. In case 
you forgot, it says: “Congress shail 
make no law respecting and establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or the press; or the 
right of the people peaceably to 
assemble; and to petiton the Govern- 
ment for a redress of grievances.” 

That seems very clear to me,. but 
apparently its not- that: clear -to-many 


. .judges. That's why the worry lines grow 
“deeper on the brows of many newsfolks 


these days, including this one. Nor have 
J} touched on all the areas of contention 
in this short piece, either. It is not a 
simple situation. 

The controversy is not a sweet one, 
nor will it be settled shortly; but the 
stakes are exceedingly high. ; 

The Key point to keep in mind as the 
scenario develops is that the public has 
the highest stake of all. Keep in mind 
that the Constitution belongs to the 
people of the United States, and not the 
press. And that includes the First 
Amendment, too.

Cross Country Ski Advice 


The U. S. Forest Service has 
issued the following reminders 
to beginning skiers using Hur- 
on-Manistee National Forest 
cross-country trails. so that 
numbers of injuries and damage 
to equipment can be minimized: 

{1) Know your limitations and 
do not exceed them. Many first 

time skiers are using “More 
difficult” {intesmediate) trails 
resulting in injuries or broken 
equipment. Beginning skiers 
should use the trails marked 
“Easiest”. 

(2) Be prepared. Carry a small 
pack with emergency repair 
equipment inctuding: tape to 
repair broken ski poles: thin 
wire to repair bindings: and a 
smatl screwdriver to tighten 
binding screws. A spare ski tip 
In aluminum or piastic is a good 
idea, too, as it will enable a 
skier with a broken ski to get 
back to the car. 

(3) Be sure bindings are tight 
on the ski. Rental skis should 
be checked before departing as 
well, since they are not always 
in good condition. 

(4) Carry something to drink 
(non-alcoholic) as loss of fluids 
due to perspiration causes dra- 
matic loss of stamina. Drink 
something whenever you are 
thirsty. Do not depend on snow 
to quench your thirst. 

, $5) Emergency rations such 
as candy bars, Sugar in any 
form, nuts, etc., are also a good 
idea. Skiing consumes a lot of 
caloric energy and your stamina

Dear Editor: 

Representatives of “The Or- 
ganization for the Preservation 
of Michigan Forests, Inc.,” at- 
tended the “Northeastern Mi- 
chigan Wood Industry Confer- 
ence" at the Holiday Inn, 
Januaty 31, in Grayling. The 
theme of the meeting was, 
“Making a Profit in the Wood 
Industry." 

Besides the loggers represen- 
tation, other groups were: Up- 
per Great Lakes Regional Com- 
mission, Timbermen’s Associa- 
tion, State Chamber of Com- 
merce, Packaging Corporation 
of America, Independent Pro- 
Coopera- 
tive Extension Service of Michi- 
gan State University — to name 
a few listed on the program. 
Their objective was wood, and. 
the method of harvesting — 
clearcutting. And of course the 
DNR was represented. Jack 
Zollner of the DNR stated, “We 
have 4.7 million acres in north- 
eastern Michigan available for 
clearcutting and we hope that 
sales will accelerate.” 

As a matter of dollars and 
sense, the Grayling area is 
well-known everywhere as one 
of the finest tourist areas of 
Michigan which raises the 
question: What will iourisi reac 
tion be to a Scafped countryside 
in your proximity when clear- 
cutting is exercised by the 
loggers? 

Think about the far-reaching 
effect of residents daily viewing 
a “disaster area”. One of the 
speakers, George Grait, of the 
State Chamber of Commerce 
stated: “We communicate facts 
and figures,” — referring to the 
logging industry, But what facts 
and figures does he have for 
people engaged in tourism, or, 
how does he satisfy someone's 
real estate located adjacent toa 
clearcut area? 

As an organization we are 
trying to impress the DNR that 
changes are necessary — where 
they cut, how cutting is done, 


what species are to be cut, to- 


repair damaged roadways, and 
to replant where errors in judge- 
ment occur, We also believe the 
DNR should supervise the Cut- 
tings amd insure the area 
against erosion and sedimenta- 
tion. Property owners, Busi- 
nesses, and most of all — 
Lovers of Crawford County — 
Be alerted as to what can 
happen.

(8) Know when to quit. This 
comes from practice. If you wait 
until you are tired to turn back 
to your car. you're too late. It 
fakes as much energy to get 
back as it did to get into the 
woods. Turn back before you 
are tired and if in doubt - play it- 
safe. Don't go any further. 

{7) When in groups, let the 
weakest skier contro! the Speed 
and distance of the group. !t will 
be more enjoyable to ali the 
party if no one gets So tired they 
cannot get back easily. 

(8) Don't ski into an unfa- 
miliar area without a map. Most 
of the Forest Service trails have 
published maps which show the 
entire trail. in addition, many 
trails use a locator map on the 
ground to help determine the 
location of the skier. 

(9) Signs are placed on the 
trails only when necessary for 
skier Safety. Please pay- parti- 
cular attention to those signs 
which alert skiefs to dangers in 
the trail. Not all hills are signed, 
but each hill can present diffi- 
culties during certain weather 
conditions. Be alert! 

(10) Above all, remember - 
cross country skling is fun, but 

it can be a disaster if you are 
careless. These simple remind- 
ers can become habit and you 
can then be prepared to enjoy 
your trip without a mishap.
